20th inf Nest, were reoccupied by SNE battalions, which appa: -~ 
ently werg newly activated. further infor.sation is required 
to ascertain if the $N02 was -enerally strenythened in all of 
Czechoslovakia. If so, the inerease of the SNB was presumably 
effected bacause of the unreliability of the Czechoslovakian 


Army toward the Communist regine. 


e. Personnel Surveillance Lepartment: 


it hag been known since the Sprinc of 1949 that the X Departe- 


ment was established as part of the “Ainistry of National 


Defense. Prior to his appoirtment as Deputy “inister of Na- 
tional Defense, Col FEJCIN hec been carrice as Chief of the 
X Lepartwent. there were several {ndications supporting the 
assumption that the X Department assumed missions relatins 
to the political surveillance of military personnel to 
mote the buildin: of a Communist officer corps.

inister of National Defense in charse of personnel affairs. 
ERJCIN ia believed to be responsible for the purce of the 
Czechoslovakian officer corps. ‘The report statcs, for the 


first time, that special sections for poiltical surveillance 
of personnel were also established with the unit headquarters.
